today by Wiliam L. Hutchinson, first 
vice president. It was explained that 
the action would go into effect imme- 
diately but it would in no way affect 
the membership of the carpenters' 
organization in the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


In making the announcement Mr 


Hutchinson also stated that the car- 
penters union in this city had with- 
drawn from the Marion county buiiu- 
ing trades council. 


The main reason given for the with- 


drawal from the department is the 
junedictional disputes which arose 
between the carpenters and the sheet 
metal workers' union. The carpen- 
ters also contended that they were not 
given the representation In the de- 
partment 
in proportion to 
their 
strength. 


It is contended that their member- 


ship of about 200,000 Is the largest of 
any organization in tnat body and 
that it paid 24 per cent, of the per 
capita tax, that the union has no 
larger representation tfian tfie small- 
er organizations.

Judge John If. Swartz paid the fol- 


lowing deserved tribute to 
Colonel 
diaries H. Kibler in responding to a 
toast at the 
Licking County 
Har 


banquet: 


I feel highly 
flattered 
by being, 


honored with the call to respond to 
tklt toast. 


To review the lives of those whom 


w* respect and love, who are still 
living, without adulation or too pro- 
fuse encomium, is a task involving 
the most delicate sense of propriety. 
And to express a just appreciation of 
tkeir character and conduct requires 
ability to discriminate between pre- 
tense and sincerity, which ability I 
f«ar is ao far wanting in me, that I 
•hall fail, In a large degree to set 
forth adequately, the peculiar virtues, 
prominent In the life of my subject, 
Judge Charles H. Kibler, as promt-

nently as they deserve, or to call 
your attention to all the peculiar 
characteristics of his life, which we 
as practitioners and gentlemen should 
emulate. 
But in so far as in the 


estimation of any of you, I shall fail, 
I trust you will attribute it to my in- 
ability, rather than lack of virtuous 
intention. 


Judge Kibler was born at Union- 


town, Pa., February 11, 1S27, and at 
the age of six years came to Hills- 
boro, Ohio, with his parents, where 
he resided until 1850, during which 
time he acquired his education in the 
public schools of that town, spent one 
year at the college at Cannonsburg, 
Pa., and completed 
his 
required 


studies for admission to the bar. He 
studied law in the office 
of Judge 


Thornton, in Hillsboro, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1S50; after which 
he came to Newark in the search of 
employment. He served as superin- ' 
tendent of the Newark schools for the 
academic year of 1850 and 1851, after 
which'he began the practice of the 
law here as a member of the firm of. 
Btanberry, Wright & Kibler, and thus 
began his career as a lawyer asso- \ 
elated with two eminent practitioners. 
in this county. 
j 


In 1854 he was married to Miss 


Mary Ellen Brlce, daughter of 
the 


Hon. 
James Brlce, a man prominent 


in the early affairs of the city of 
Newark, and I am free to say, that in 
my opinion, he exhibited his molt 
clarified acumen in the selection of 
a wife. Her great beauty, her high 
qualities of 
mind 
and, heart, 
her 


amiable disposition, and popularity 
in a social way, could not fail to have 
a large influence In molding his own 
character 
and 
developing in 
him 


those virtues which we so much ad- 
mire. 


He was elected and served 
one 


term as mayor of the city of Newark. 
In 186V notwithstanding he had ac- 
quired a lucrative practice in his pro- 
fession, and in his home was sur- 
rounded by his loving 
wife and a 


family of little children, he heard the 
call of his country , for soldiers 
to 


fight for the 
preservation of 
the 


Union, and enlisted as a member of 
Co. D, 76th, O. V. L, and served In 
the Civil War for three years and was 
discharged, with the rank of Colonel, 
in 1864. 


In 1865 he formed a partnership 


with Jerome Buckingham, then prom- 
inent in legal circlgs, and resumed the 
practice of the latfr. This partnership 


t was terminated in 1869, after which 
' he practiced alone, until 18S4, when, 
having reared, educated and trained 
' his son Edward, now a prominent 
I lawyer, the firm of Kibler & Kibler 


I was formed, and therein he continued 


j to practice law until the 
year 1905, 


when, at the age of 78 years he re- 
tired from the active practice of the 
law and has since spent his time in 
such legal and literary 
studies as 


served to entertain him and occupy 


! his time, diversified with travel and 
such social diversions as befit 
his 


years. 


In 1896 he was elected to the bench 


of the Circuit court, and served as 
such for two years.

With ilrapl 
and direct language he forced upon 
bin auditor* the irrwlitlbl* conclu 
Blon of truth, and these things were 
potent factors among the causes o 
hie guccem at the bar, which we al 
may emulate with Juit pride.

assist him in acquiring there peculiar 
virtues. First, hU native integrity 
and second, he came on the field o 
activity in his profession, the asso 
elate and intimate of such men as the

He was the contemporary of Ranney

But no virtue which a man posses- 


ses is more highly appreciated than 
Integrity. 
Firm, unswerving appli- 


cation of truth, honesty and honor in 
every transaction 
with his 
fellow 


man. 
This virtue, as I have before 


remarked, Judge Kibler possessed to 
a, very high degree. For more than 
half a century, through nearly two 
generations of associates in the prac- 
tice of the law, he came into contact 
daily with men in the battle of wits 
and the strife of the forum, wherein 
the keenest intellects strove to out- 
wit and defeat their opponents, yet in 
all these years, no one has been found 
to say ought against his integrity. 
Proud indeed must be his reminis- 
cent mind as he looks back along 
this long vista of years, and discov- 
ers no dishonest or dishonorable act 
in his dealings with his clients or 
opposing counsel, and hears no whis- 
per of accusation against him; and 
all we who know him are glad to bear 
witness to the truth of these facts, 
and are proud to imitate the example 
he has set for us, in our association 
with each other, and in the exercise 
of our duties as lawyers.
